Bill Aimed at Future 


For upwards of a year the associa- 


ion has been drafting a bill which 
is tentatively called the Industrial 
Reconstruction Act. 
This bill will 


shortly be introduced in the House 
and Senate. .There is not even a 
remote chance that it will pass, 
and the association knows it. 


It hopes, though, that hearings can 


be had on it later and that these 
hearings—plus a publicizing campaign 
—will 
force the measure 
on the 


country's atdlcntion and get it wide- 
ly discussed. 
H may be years, be- 


fore a real, concerted drive to pass 
it gets under way. 


The bill is based on the theory 


that America's productive capacity 
is ample to give the nation an an- 
nual income of at least 100 billions, 
if not considerably more. 


In brief, the bill would set up a 


Rational Reconstruction Commission, 
with a. planning board under it and 
a set of regional or industrial councils 
sprouting off below that. 
Each of 


the big industries affecting interstate 
commcrece would he studied to deter- 
mine its productive capacity, the pot- 
ential demand for its product, the 
number of men it would employ if 
operating at capacity, wago levels, 
price levels, and so on. 


Government Would Dictate 


Eventually a program 
would be 


framed for each industry, designed 
employment. A government'assurancc 
corporation would be set up to insure 
individual producers against loss in 
any icreased production they might 
be required to undertake. A govern- 
ment capital issues banking systems 
would be created to provide needed 
capital for new enterprises 
or for 


expansion of old ones.

Italy's army leaders met Monday 


night with Premier Mussolini to dis- 
cuss military matters. They consider- 
ed steps recently taken to speed up 
the organization of frontier forces. 


Gayda warned that "peaceableness" 


of the axis policy at this time 'ntust not 
be taken as a sign Europe's "open 
problems" could be shelved, but on the 
contrary they should be settled with- 
out delay if future troube were to be 
averted. 


Foreign diplomats interpreted the 


Milan pact in its immediate aspect as 
a brake on German aspirations in 
Eastern Europe, and thus they saw 
tension diminished over Danzig. But 
they were doubtful concerning long- 
range possibilities of the new German- 
Italian alliance. 


The Fascist press generally acclaim- 


ed the Milan alliance as having con- 
founded 
the British 
and 
French. 


"French-British hegemony in Europe 
is finished fofeeer," II Lavoro Fascista 
said. 


Diplomats speculated on the possi- 


bilities of Die Milan alliance being ex- 
tended to include a military tie-up 
with Japan. Many doubted that Italy 
and Germany desired to make 'mili- 
tary commitments so far away from 
home and thought that if they sign 
up with Japan the accord would be 
much looser than a union merely be- 
tween Berlin and Rome. 


Sham Battle Held 


Premier Mussolini Monday showed 


the chief of staff of the German army, 
Coloned-General von Brauchitsch, a 
sample of what his fighting Vnlen can 
do in a sham battle at Cesare di Roma, 
20 miles from the capital.

Indeed, in a 
lew instances the results were suffi- 
ciently good to Cause doctors to con 
tinue their experiments.

act so perfectly as to make the doc- 
tors believe it had specific effect on 
the germ that causes the disease.
